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NOTES OF THE WEEK, 
: Considerable importance attaches to the inaugural sermon delivered at Oxford 
y the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler on Sunday last. It marked the successful initia- 
tion of a movement which, we fully believe, is destined to exert no small effect 
upon the Jewish students of the U niversity. [t was rightly felt that some das 
should be taken to bring to bear upon them the best possible Jewish ial 
To carry out this idea it was necessary to improve the service’at the Oxford § 
gogue, and to find a more suitable building in which to carry iton. It was ta 
thatif the Jewish students were to be attracted to the synagogue the Rai 
style of worship would have to be altered for the better. The service that suited 
the congregation proper was quite unadapted to the requirements of a number of 
young men of culture, who moreovw-r have always before their eyes the best 
examples of Church-worship and preaching. It is essential, therefore that a 
minister shall be engaged who is able to deliver discourses composed in 


sound English, and calculated in respect of matter and tone to satisfy the exacting 
requirements of a University audience, 


The discourse delivered at Oxford by Dr. Hermann Adler on Sunday 
is the first of what we fully anticipate will be a long succession 
of appropriate sermons to the Jewish students, Dr. Adler was singu- 
larly happy in his. remarks, and they produced a marked impression. 
A new and gratifying departure has thus been made under the most 
favourable circumstinces, Every lover of Judaism will await its results with 
sympathetic interest. We are all anxious for the success, in an intellectual sense 
of our representatives at the Uuiversities. But we are anxious, too, that their 
success should not be dimmed by any weakening of their attachment to their 
ancestral faith. We look forward to their becoming distinguished University 
men ; but with pardonable selfishness we want the lustre which they have gained 
for themsclves to be reflected upon Isracl and Judaism. 


A triumphant acquittal of the four prisoners has been the result of the trial 
at Konitz extending over a week, in connection with the burning of the syna- 
rogue at Neu-Stettin. Any other outcome of the case was scarcely possible after 
the Imperial Court at Leipsic, having reviewed the evidence given at Céslin, had 
quashed the judginent of the Tribunal in that town, and had ordered a new trial 
by the Divisional Court at Konitz. With the Tisza-Eszlar case still fresh in the 
minds of the public, the signal failure of anti-Semites in this fresh attempt to 
saddle the Jews with another heinous crime, of which some of the former were 
perhaps themselves guilty, will show the true character of the agitation, and fill 
the mind of every honest man with disgust at their nefarious schemes. The trial 
at Konitz having completely broken down the accusation against the Jews, we 
are foreed to return to the original surmise that the burning of the synagogue at 
Neu-Stettin was the work of incendiaries. There are many grounds to favour 
this presumption, not the least being the fact that the fire took place shortly 
after the notorious agitator, Dr. Henrici, had inflamed the passions of the Neu- 
Stettiners against the Jews—passions which found vent in anti Jewish disturb- 
ances. In support of this belief, too, sight must not be lost of the acts of 


sacrilege previously committed by unknown persons, who having foreed an 


entrance into the synagogue, destroyed some Scrolls of the Law. If any person 
is to blame for the non-discovery of the incendiaries, it is surely Herr von Madai, 
the Chief of Police at Berlin, who refused the application of the Neu Stettin 
Congregation to send a detective thither to investigate the case. 


Although the Jury at Konitz have given satisfactory proof of their impar- 
tiality, it must not be imagined that the Jews in Germany generally have lived 
down the prejudice felt against them, which was the most potent factor in the 
anti-Semitic agitation. The prisoners and witnesses have been seriously mal- 
treated after the trial, and Neu Stettin has again been the scene of anti-Jewish 
excesses. Other incidents which: have recently occurred prove that in some 
places the senseless hostility to our coreligionists is as strong as ever. At 
Mannheim, a Sub-Lieutenant of Dragoons‘has been obliged to resign his commis- 
sion, he having made himself obnoxious to his brother officers because he had 
married a converted Jewess. Her abjuration of Judaism made her in the eyes of 
the regimental officers none the less a Jewess. So intense was the feeling aga‘nst 
the Sub-Licutenant on account of his marriage that he has been unable to effect an 
exchange into any other regiment, and has been obliged to quit the army. At 
Landsberg the Jews have been more directly slighted, curiously enough also, by 
military men. The officers of the garrison being about to give a ball, issued 
invitations to all the civil authorities of the town with the exception of two legal 
functionaries, for the simple reason that they were Jews. This studied insult 
was, however, not passed over in silence, for as soon as it came to the knowledge 
of the President of the Provincial Court of Justice, he requested all the Christian 


Magistrates and Crown Advocates to protest against this unwarrantable exclusion 


of their Jewish colleagues by absenting themselves from the ball. The excellent 
initiative of the President, whose conduct deserves every praise, was worthily 
followed by all his colleagues and subordinates. 


The Jewish community in Italy is not numerically of first class importance 
but it makes up for the want of numbers by the high positions, some of them of 
great eminence, which are held by individual members. In this respect it is. not 
even second to France, Commencing with the Senate of the Kingdom, we find 
that it contains three Jewish members, of whom the best known is Signor Isaaco 
Artom, at one time Italian Minister at the Court of Copenhagen. The Chamber 
of Deputies numbers within its body seven Jewish members. It is, however, in 
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Government offices that our coreligionists figure most conspicuously. At the 
Ministry for Foreign Affairs, the virtual head, or as he is called, Director- 
General, is Signor Giacomo Malvano. In connection with this department mention 
should be made of the nnmerous Jewish Consuls, either at home for foreign 
countries, or abroad for Italy. The Ministries of the Interior, War, Finance, and 
Public Instruction have also some high placed Jewish functionaries, such as 
Secretaries, Keepers of Archives, and Sectional heads. The Superior Council of 
Public Instruetion has an ordinary member in Professor Ascoli, and an extraor- 
dinary member in Professor Luzzatti, both of them Jews. We have not here 
spoken of the many Jewish commissioned officers in the army, of the pos- 
sessors of such titles as Count and Baron, nor of coreligionists decorated with the 
Orders of Saints Maurice and Lazarus, and the Crown of Italy, from Grand Officer 
downwards, whose number is truly legion. 


A remarkable state of affairs, if the information furnished to the Jeschurun 
be correct, prevails in the province of Moravia, in the existence of Jewish Com- 
munes, which partake of a civil and political, as well as a religious character. 
These communities, some twenty in number, have their own magistrates, police, 
burgomasters, and municipal councils. Formerly the Jews were forbidden to 
reside in the so-called Christian part of the town, but now both parties live in 


each other’s districts, the Christians being in such case subject to the regulations 


of the Jewish community, and vice versd. This form of “ dual control”’ has, 
however, given rise to several difficulties. It has, therefore, been determined to 
withdraw the special privileges hitherto enjoyed by Jews. That Jewish affairs 
are not altogether couleur de rose in Bohemia, as {well as in Moravia, may be 
inferred from the despatch of au petition to the Austrian Minister of Public 
Worship and Instruction,in which the representative body of Bohemian Jews prays 
hat the Government will introduce into the Reichsrath a bill for regulating the 
legal status of Jewish congregations as religious bodies. The Bavarian Diet has 
likewise devoted its attention to the internal affairs of our coreligionists, the 
Jewish preacher at Aschaffenburg having memorialised the Diet to recognise as 
a separate and independent congregation “ the liberal Jews in that town who 
recognise the Mosaic, but not the Talmudic law as religiously binding on them.” 
The Diet in the end rejected the petition. 


Mr. Arthur Charles, Q.C., in reply to a request for his opinion, has recently 


tated that any part of the morning or evening service of the Church of England, 


which is not directly ordered to be read by a priest may be read bya layman. From the 
question submitted to Mr. Charles it would appear that those who framed it had 
no doubt that a layman may not preach. 
Synagogue. A nong Jews a layman is, legally, quite as competent to both read 
and preach as aminister. Inthe early days of the Synagogue there were no 
ministers. The congregation selected one of their number to act as Reader for 
the time being. Even now, in nearly every synagogue a layman reads the prayers, 
ag a matter of course, when no ministers is present. As to preaching, there are 
many who can remember the tiine wen it was comparatively common for laymen 
to deliver sermons. Sermons were delivered by the late Sir Isaac Lyon Gold- 
gmid, by Sir Francis Goldsmid, Dr. Benisch, and others. Dr. Friedliinder, too, 
the Principal of Jews’ College, frequently preached for the Jewish Association 
some years ago,

IAYSWATER SYNAGOGUE, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISIL CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,—It appears to me that the seatholders of the Bayswater Synagogue are not 
aware of the actual facts why this synagogue has not yet been provided with panic 
exits and substitutional teats for those to be remuved in gangways, &c. I, amongst 
others, am accused of being opposed to the carrying out of these improvements, 

To this I can give a positive denial, Neither I nor any of my friends are Op- 
posed to these alterations ; it is entirely the fault of the Bayswater Representatives 
at the Council; they alone are to be blamed that the resolution to provide panic 
exits and substitutional seats did not receive the sanction of the Council, they in a 
body voting against. The Council appointed a Commission to consider the whole 
question of alterations necessary at the Bayswater Synagogue. That Commission 
consisted of the I'inancial Representatives of the ten Constituent Synagogues and 
three independent members. Mr. I. A. Joseph, representing the Bayswater Syna- 
gogue, declared at the first meeting held by this Commission that the Board of 
Management of that synagogue wished for nothing further than panic exi:s and 
substitutional seats. The Commission considered all the plans, nine in number. and 
came to the unanimous conclus:on that Mr, Rogers's plan, which provided panic 
exits in the body and galleries, with two extra staircases, removal of gangway seats 
in the gallery to be replaced by a like number in a better position, at a cost of no 
less than £2,500, was the only plan that could be recommended. This plan was sub- 
mitted to the Board of Management of the Bayswater Synagogue and approved of 
and it required only the sanction of the Council for the work to be carried out 

At the Council the Representatives of the Bayswater Synagogue voted against 
this plan, Further comment is not necessary to show who are to be blamed that the 
seatholders of the Bayswater Synagogue do not get what they desire,

At a recent Conference held in the Town Hall it was said that “ the great 
we had to deplore so much drunkenness in this country was the miserable heebarte 
the people ; ” while other speakers held that intemperance was one great cause “ 
the filth and squalor which disgraced the pedple’s homes, Now the first ase 
will scarcely bear inspection, and the second will not bear application to the Seal 
poor, for I have visited them at all times and at all seasons, but have never met with 
asingle case of drunkenness; further, 1 have never seen any form of alcohol 
drink in their homes ; so, however true the charge of intemperance may be ag na 
the general poor, and it is also too often the cause of their misery and degradation 
it does not apply to the Jewish poor of this town ; and however great the filth’ 
squalor, and wretchedness of the homes of the Jews, they are not led by their 
miseries into habits of intemperance, | 

Another cause that was brought forward at the Conference was “the absence 
of thrift in the working classes.” This, again, though true of the masses, is not g

degree ; they toil and scrape, are industrious, and exist on earnings that in other 
classes would mean absolute starvation. | 
Then what are the cau:es of the deplorable condition of the Jewish poor here? 


‘Ia the first place they are all foreigners. Many of them are totally ignorant of the 


language of this country. I need scarcely emphasize the great drawbacks occasioned 


them by such a state of things; we all understand the disadvantage of deficient - 


education ; but what is to be said of education entirely non-existent? Again, they 
have little or no technical education ; some have a slight knowledge of tailoring, 
and a sprinkling of them are cabinet-makers, but beyond these two occupations, both 
of which are overstocked and underpaid, technical education is unknown ; the masse 
are window-menders or hawkers of sponges an4 slippers. 

Anotber great cause is improvident marriages, with the natural sequence of 
over-population, Until a very recent period it has been a custom here to collect 
money to pay marriage fees, so that poor people might breed paupera to share their 
poverty and misery, and to be a burden to the charitable. The routine ot these 
cases was as follows: First, a collection for marriage fees, then an appeal to the 
Ladies’ Benevolent Society, at more or less regular periods, for the services of amid. 
wife, and pecuniary assistance during interesting periods ; lastly, as the family 
increased, they became regular pensioners of the Hebrew Board of Guardians, or of 
the congregation before the Board was formed. Now poor people require to be 
taught self-denial and self-restraint, and should not be encouraged to gratify their 
passions at the expense of the benevolent and to the detriment of their class, 

Another, and perhaps the most important cause, and one that I approach with 
considerable misgiving as to the reception my views will receive at the hands of the 
more orthodox of my brethren, but one that sooner or later must be resolutely faced 
is their religion, or perhaps I should say their religious observances, their holydays 
their idle days, days on which, by virtue of the laws of the country or the laws of 
their religion, they are compelled to remain idle. To enumerate these idle days: 1], 
By Act of Parliament—Sundays 52, Good Friday 1, Christmas 1, Bank Holidays 4, 
total 58; 2, Biblical—Sabbaths 52, New Year 1, Day of Atonement 1, Feast of Ta 


bernacles 3, Passover 2, Feast of Weeks 1, total 60; 3, Traditional —New Yearh | 


Tabernacles 1, Passover 2, Feast of Weeks 1, total 5 ; grand total 123. 

Let us analyse them, Sundays, Good Friday, and Christmas Day are days of 
absolute rest from occupation, at any rate in the provinces, I believe that in the 
metropolis, in “the Lane” during certain hours business proceeds briskly, but im 
the provinces the provisions of the Lord’s Day Act are strictly enforced, as a few 
tradesmea who appear in the Police Court every Monday morning can testify, while 
there would be no market for sponges and slippers even if their sale were allowed, 
Bank Holidays are not yet of universal observance (though they threaten to become 
so), therefore we may omit them from our consideration. As regards the Sabbath 
and other Biblical holidays, they each consist of a great deal more than a working 
day. Owing to the Jewish method of reckoning time, there is more than an hour's 
difference between the commencement and termination of the day ; add to this the 
time occupied by reading the concluding service and in going to and coming from 
the synagogue, we have three hours added to each day, or 180 hours per annum, 
equal to 18 working days of 10 hours each, For the same reason the 5 traditional 
holidays may be reckoned as 6; thus, omitting Bank Holidays, we have a total of 
133 idle days out of 365, Now it is a terrible truth that people should exist in the 
lowest possible grade of poverty and yet waste one-third of their lives in enforced 
idleness, Surely the ecclesiastical authorities can do something to alleviate the dis 
tress caused by a too rigid adherence to rabbinical dogmas. Why should poor 
wretches, clothed with little excepting their filth and religious zeal, starve because 


the learned in religion close their eyes to the facts that a day consists of 24 hours, 


and that one day is not two days? What right have we to clip a little from the sixth 
and add a little of the first to the Sabbath Day? It would be quite as logical @ 
commence the Sabbath at twilight and terminate it at sunset, as the reverse: 
what objection could there be to arranging the concluding service so that its cone 
clusion coincided with the termination of the Sabbath? Then as to the Second 
Days of Festivals, what excuse can we have for retaining them! They have » 
Biblical foundation, and as for tradition, that is an apology constantly brought for 
ward in favour of any superstition or vicious habit that may have secured 4 ho 
upon a nation, Let it be understood that I am advocating the abolition of Secon 
Days and the re-arrangement of the Sabbath hours and services in no spirit an¥ 
gonistic to religion, The irreligious do, and always will, keep just a8 much (0 
little) of the Sabbath, and as many (or few) of the festivals as suit their conven” 
ence, but it is from a deep conviction that by keeping within the prescribed bounds, 
we shall add many working days to the lives of our poorer brethren, which agent” 
proportionate increase of their earnings ; this, in a great number of cases, woe 
mean the difference between filth, squalor, and misery on the one hand, and co 
parative comfort on the other. 


To summarize the views I hold, The wretched condition of the homes of the

the description, is very good, and the.land also which the Government is going to 
give us is very good, a place with good water. and 6,000 olive trees upon it. That 
glowing description is a very faithful one of what the Government was going to 
give us, not of what it actually did give us, It is true that we received the above 
description from Mr. Friedland when at Latakia, but on coming to Cyprus to take 
possession of the fertile spot we were told by the agent that the property belonged 
toa person in Alexandria, and that the fociety could not undertake to buy it for us 
The estate really granted to us by the Government is no other than Mt. Oridus

THE JEWS IN MOROCCO. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


TANGIERS, Fes. 21, 1884. 


From time immemorial the condition of the Jewish community in Morocco 
has been materially affected by every political crisis the country has gone through 
and no change of any nature ever takes place, but the Jews benefit or suffer thereby. 

To all who know the exact condition of the unprotected Morocco Jews, who, so 
to say. live without the pale of the laws—notwithstanding all that is officially 


stated to the contrary—it would seam an anomaly that they should be subject 


to any amelioration of condition or otherwise, through political change. The only 
way to account for this is the fact that their weak and unprotected condition ren- 
ders them the scapegoat of the country. Against them, ill-disposed persons can 
commit all kinds of outrage with impunity. When their cry is heard far and wide 
and civilised nations cry “shame,” a single political falsehood, the shade of an 
untenable promise is sufficient to drown the echo of the cry, and before the matter 
is investigated, all is hushed until another outrage again shocks the hearts of 
enlightened people, 

The great political stroke made by France in these days,.has affected favourably 
the condition of our coreligionists. France has secured to herself a powerful ally 
in Morocco by giving her grande protection to no less a personage than His 
Highness the Sherif of Wazzan and his family. The character of the power of this 
spiritual chief is inconceivable by any but those intimately familiar with Moorish tra- 
ditions and usages. Suffice it to say, that the Wazzan family is descended in direct 


line from the Prophet ; that two brothers had, a few centuries ago, divided the rule | 


over Morocco, the one taking the temporal power, end founding the present dynasty 
of Emperors, while the other (perhaps wiser of the two) took the spiritual power, 
wieldivg greater influence with less anxiety, less responsibility, and no fear of 
being overthrown by conflicts with foreign powers. Besides which, while the 
Sultans can only leave to their descendants a throne (not often a bed of roses) raling 
over Morocco, the house of Wazzan has so spread its influence, that it extends all 
over Northern Africa, and reaches far beyond the extreme South of Morocco, These 
few details will serve to show the great importance of the diplomatic success of 
France, and how the Jews have benefitted thereby is proved by this event. For 
many years the Jewish associations in Europe have advocated the right of unpro- 
tected Jews being allowed to go through the streets of towns in Morocco wearing 
their slippers. Humane and civilised nations have sympathised and asked their 
representatives to urge upon the Sultan the advisability of removing this degrading 
andhuniliating disability, but allin vain. Not that the removal isan impossibility 
but because it is represented that the populace may attack the Jews, and not even 
the Sultan’s authority would be sufficient to guard them against outrage. 
(I believe I.am quoting the very words). It. 1s indisputably  recog- 
nised that Wazzan is the hotbed of fanatical Moors. There no Jew 
is allowed to defile the sacred precincts of the holy town by dwelling within 
its walls. From their residence outside, and from a distance of about half a mile, 
they have to walk barefoot. Some Jews of advanced age and delicate health had 
recourse to stratagem. Puttinga pair of stockings over their shoes, they often 
cheated the fanatical Wazzanees, who, however, haying discovered of latethat Jewish 
feet were really protected by their coveriugs, commenced to persecute them and 
compel them to go narefoot. Within the last two weeks several Jews having been 
maltreated, complained to the Governor of that town, and instead of repressing the 
persecutions, he actually said the Moors were justified in their acts. This 
caused the victims to appeal to Sidi Mohamed, eldest son and_ represen- 
tatative at Wazzan of the Sherif, and this enlightened prince _ replied 
that the Jews could go with their shoes on, and if the Governor molested 


‘them, he (Sidi Mohamed) was there to protect them. What a parallel can 


be drawn from this incident! Wazzan, the sacred city, where at every yard the 
tomb of a saint or sherif is to be met, Wazzin,,the Sanctuary par eacellence, the 
hotbed of fanaticism, allows the Jews to wear shoes, thus breaking through the 
barriers of superstition, while Representatives of civilised Powers transmit to their 
Governments the subterfuge that the Sultan fears the outbursts of his people in 
other towns! How is it then thatat the seaport towns the Jews walk with their 


shoes at the very doors of the mosques? If interior towns are represented to be less. 


governable and more fanatical than reaports, can they be more so than Wazzan, where 
it is a sacrilege for the Jew to dwell? ge | 

Taking the right view of things, we can only say that the Sherif and his 
family, whose travels in foreign lands and contact with civilization have opened 
their eyes to the ignorance of their countrymen, determined to cast off the fanatical 
yoke of their kinsman, the Sultan, and within a very short time gave two great 


examples of their worthiness of being counted among the civilised rulers, be they — 


spiritual or temporal, first by this act of justice to a persecuted people, and secondly, 


by the liberation of their slaves, and the undertaking given by them never to buy or 


sell any human being. 
In civilised nations no man claims any credit for doing his duty, but here such 


acts not only display a noble example, but also prove how groundless are the asser- 
tions that slavery was an old institution in Morocco, impossible to repress, and that 
for Jews to walk with shoes would be to provoke hatred and outrage against them. 

Having read in your columns that the question of a Jewish cemetery at Fez 
taken by the Sultan for sanitary (?) purposes, seems to be tacitly submitted to, I beg 
to call your attention to an article published by the Réveil dw Maroc, a local publica- 
tion, asserting that according to Mahomedan law,a grave is the greatest title to 
property of land, and no law or power can eject it. The Sultan’s arbitrary act would 
be condemned by any Mahomedan just tribunal, however hostile it may be to Jews. 
I perfectly coincide in this opinion, and maintain that the alleged sanitary objects 
of the Sultan area mere subterfuge. |

3 Jewish members of the University and of Jewish citizens have actively be- 
stirred themselves to secure suitable premises for a synagogue. They at last 


succeeded in obtaining a commodious local in Worcester Place (near Worcester 
College), which was fitted up as a place of worship. As the place has only been 
temporarily engaged (for a period of three years), no ceremony of consecration 
was held, But the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler went down to hold the Inaugural 
Service, 


“The Service commenced shortly after half-past five on Friday afternoon. 
the small synagogue was crowded with a congregation consisting: of students 
and residents. ‘here were present, among others, Dr. Neubauer, Suo-Librarian 
of the Bodleian Library, Mr. Samuel Alexander, Fellow and Tutor of Lincoln, 


Mr. Lionel L. Cohen and Mr. Claude Montefiore, who had come down specially to 
be present at the service. 


Dr. Apter, having read the Afternoon and Friday Evening Service, took his 
stand before the Ark, and delivered the following Address : 


“It is ® good thing to give thanks unto the Lord, and to sing praises unto Thy 
name, O, Most High. To show forth Thy loving kindne:s in the morning, and Thy 
faithfulness every night.’’ (Psalm 92, vv. 2,3.) Thus sang the poet of old in his 
Aabbath hymn fit is one of the many passages in the Psalter, in which the Psalmists 
give expression to their joy and rapture at taking part in public worship, public 
thanksgiving and praise, ‘It is a good thing to give thanks unto the Lord, to sing 
praises unto Thy Name.” 

My dear brethren. Is there not reason to fear that these words sound in some 
eats like a satire andirony? Is not Divine Service thought and spoken of by many 
as a dreafy and weary functicn, as a ceremony tobe joined in rather froma sense 
of decorum, than from a feeling of delight? If many a man were to put into words 


with perfect honesty and explicitness what he thinks, he would say that prayer may — 


be an excellent thing for a clergyman or a recluse, or for a sentimentalist, or for 
women and children generally, that it has its uses as an outlet for feeling, and asa 
means of discipline. But for himself he does not think that prayer would help him 
much. Itimplies a life of emotion, and he prides himself upon being guided solely 
by reflection. It is sustained, he thinks, rather by sentiment than by reason, and 
sentiment he deems effeminate, Accordingly, prayer seems to him to be altogether 
less worthy of the energies of a thinking man, than hard work, whether it be the 
work of the bands or of the brain, whether it be study or business. 
Now it is altogether a mistake to assume that prayer is only a passive p'ay of 
sentiment, ora kind of languid reverie, Real prayer absorbs the whole man, all 
his faculties and powers. Tor wherein does prayer consist ? Our English word is 
misleading. It is used asa synonym for entreaty, an earnest request, the asking of 
a favour, and this has caused many a strange mistake and shallow criticism. It has 
caused Divine Service to bé scornfully ridiculed as a machine warranted by theo- 
logians to make God do what His clients desire. But this is altogether an error. 
Petition isonly one department of Divine Service. ASEM denotes thought, It is 
nothing less than the whole spiritual action of the soul turned to God as its only true 
and adequate object. It has been sublimely defined by Plotinus as the 
flight or rather ascent of the soul, which is one simple and uncomocunded, to 
that Being whois Oneand Alone. Prayer is the dire tion of the understanding 
upon the highest object, to which it can possitly address itself—the Infinite Cod. 
It is the oyening of the heart t» Him, of whose goodness, all that moves ‘love and 
admiration here on earth, is but a pale reflex. It is the putting forth of the will, 
the will which stroggles with all the vain thoughts that crowd’upon us to 
distract our devotion, it is the will which wrestles with the opposition 
of wilful passions, it is the will which exclaims: “TI will not let thee co 
except thou bless me.” No grater mistake than to suppose that prayer is to 
be a substitute for work. It is to be the greatest stimulus to our diligence, it is to 
urge us to perform honestly and faithfully our work in life, conscious. that. aided by 
the Invisible Helper above, we shall not labour in vain. But if this were. the only 
end and aim of Divine Service it would be quite sufficient, if we were to pray in the 
privacy of our chamber, in solitude where the eye of man seeth us not. Bu: in the 
remotest time of our history, while Israel was still wandering in the desert, cre they 
had yet found a resting-place, the Lord commanded : “ And they shall make Mea 
sanctuary, and I will dwell in the midst of them.” Surely the Lord did not need a 
a place for His dwelling! The heavens are His throne: the earth is His footstool : 
the whole universe is full of His glory. But Israel needed a visible centre of wor- 
ship, so that the belief in the One Omnipotent God micht be preserved in their 
hearts, that the tie of brotherhood which united them might be strengthened, It 
is for this purpose that we still assemble for public worship, to declare each time we 
meet our belief in the One and Only G 
with our brethren throu ghout t!e world. It is 
Os Tr up our prayers in our hallowed ancient tongue—those 
prayers, precious by recollection, cherished by association ; it is for this purpose that 
we listen in common to the words of the Divine Law, to impress upon us the trath 
that notwithstanding exile and dispersion, loss of Temple and of Promised Land. in 
spite of diversities of interest, of thought, and : 


form a religious communion, we are inheritors of the sane not inglorious past, we 

are pe ably y the same grand future, It is this desire which has induced us to open 

1s place of worship, and toarrange forthe holding of regular Divine Service here. If 


there is one place in the United Kingdom in which it is more needful t 
other that there should be provision for public prayer it is in this City of ‘Oxford.

Tue IMPORTATION OF FOREIGN CATTLE —The following circular letter has 
“heen addressed by Mr. J oseph Sebag, Vice-President of the Board of Deputies, to the 


Presidents of all the Jewish congregations in England coeds Dear Sir,—The Jewish 
community has occasion to be much alarmed at the possibility of further restrictions 
being imposed upon the importation into this country of foreign live cattle. The 
adoption of such a course, which would necessarily entail much suffering on all 
classes of the poor, by curtailing the supply and thus enhancing the price of meat, 
would fall with peculiar hardship on the poor of the Jewish community. I dare say 
vou know that the greater yortion ‘of meat which is found to be kosher, is derived 
from the foreign supply, the lattcr belig of a better quality and comprising a 
smaller proportion of unsound animals than the home-bred stock. Under these cir- 
cumstances the Board is deeply concerned on account of the Amendment introduced 
by the Duke of Gordon into the Lord President’s Bill, which is now before the House 
of Commons, and they.are desirous of bringing all possible pressure to bear upon the 
Members of the House of Commons( whether Liberal or Conservative) to induce them 
to oppose this Amendment. Ihave, therefore, on behalf of tre Board. to beg that 
the influential members of -your congregation will kindly take immediate steps to 
make it known to your representatives in Parhament that the Jewish community of 
your town, in commen with allother friends of the poor, r. gard the Amendment 
with the greatest possible alarm, and rely upcn their voting again:tit. Ishall be 
happy toafford you any further information upon the subject that you may reguire.

Tothem she was something morethana 
gentle visitant enquiring into their wants and necessities, and relieving 
them ; she was their “ mother,” moreover, she was their “Queen.” These 
titles express better than any other her relations with the poor to whom her 
death will be the greatest immediate loss, and whose mourning will be heart- 
fet. The inspired penman limned a portrait for which she might well 
have sat. “Strength and power are her clothing. She openeth her mouth 
with wisdom ; and in her tongue is the law of kindness.” The volume off 
‘“ Prayers and Meditations” which she wrote will be turned to now witha 
sad and tender interest, for there are revealed the sources of that inspiration} 
which gave colour to her whole life, and governed all her actions, It was 
given her to have many of her prayers answered, and how unselfish they 
were 1s expressed in the words: “I fervently pray that Thou wilt allow the 
closing days of my life to glow with anxious endeayours for the eager and 
persevering fulfilment of duty.” 

And now that she has gone, the good seeds which she sowed will ger-[ 
minate and blossom, and render her memory imperishable amongst men. The 
void which has been created is wide and deep: can it be filled by any 
single individual? Whilst our grief is newly upon us, it seems a little cold, 
perhaps, to anticipate the future ; but though consolation cannot fittingly be 
offered whilst the dead is unsepulchered, we may turn to the practical quali- 
ties of the Baronkss, which made her benefactions so blessed. Than her, 
none would be so grieved that death had puta sudden end to her charities 
and tender solicitudes for the personal well-being of the poor who were her 
children, and endeared to her in proportion to their helplessness and poverty.] 
Of the anguish which will be felt by the Barosess’s domestic circle, we 
would draw the veil. It is too sacred. But even where the eye may not 
penetrate, chastened sympathy may be weleomed. We may say truly, that if 
the sympathy of a whole community ean do something towards alleviating | 
the acutest sorrow, it is given without stint or measure to the RotascaiLp 
family, so mournfully bereaved. | 


THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


We publish in another eolumn a summary of the Annual Feport of the | 
Board of Guardians. The Report possesses even more than usual interest 

‘asmuch as it deals with ‘the work and progress of the institution during 
the twenty-five vears of its existence. The “silver wedding ” of the Board§ 
was to have been appropriately marked by holding the annual meeting on 
Sunday next, that being the exact anniversary of the day on which the first 
meeting took place. Owing, however, to the lamented death of the Baroness 
pE Roruscuitp the meeting has been postponed. till the following} 
Sunday. The gathering on that occasion will be a most interesting one, and§ 
Mr, Lovis Coney, the President of the institution, who 
will, as usual, take the chair, will have an admirable oppor- 
tunity of impressing the public with the merits of the work. We may 
anticipate that his address will be characterised by even more than its wonted 
comprehensiveness and eloquence, and that it will be informed throughout 
by the recollection. that there is a period of a quarter of a century with its 
successes and its developments to look back upon. We would express the 
hope that the importance of the occasion will find practical recognition atR 
the hands of the subscribers to the Board, and that at the forthcoming] 
meeting Mr. Conenx may have the satisfaction of speaking to a larger] 
audience than ever. | | 

The history of the institution is the history of charity-organization in 
the community. The Board was called into existence to systematize 


poor-relief at a time when there was little system among us, so far as 
charitable effort was concerned ; and the various communal organizations of 
a similar character which have since been created owe their origin to its 
existence, and have been modelled after its pattern, The initiative which 
led to the formation of the Board was taken by the late Eruraim ALEx ; 
though it is fair to state that his idea of a special organization for the better 
relief of the poor was anticipated by Dr. Josuua Van Oven as early as 1802. 
As Overseer of the Great Synagogue, Mr. Avex had abundant opportunities 
of noting the evils which attended the methods then in vogue for dealing 
with distress. Poor-relief was in a chaotic condition. The bulk of it was 
undertaken by the three City Synagogues, which had no adequate machinery 
for performing the work in anything like a satisfactory manner, from the 
point of view either of the community at large or the poor themselves. No 


investigation was attempted. The word of the Beadle of the Synagogue w,. 
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the sole certificate sought for to determine the applicant’s fitness or unfitness 


ing six delegates, and voting £110 each, 
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for the assistance he solicited. The charitable funds were frittered away in 
small sums, instead of large amounts being given which might have effected 
permanent benefit. Continuous doles, miscalled relief, were given to persons 
able to work. The result, of course, was that improvidence, idleness and 
imposture were fostered, and the means which were supposed to diminish 
poverty, only resulted in increasing it. A broad line of demarcation divided 
the poor five and twenty years ago. There were the poor who had a claim 
on the synagogue and the poor who had none. The latter were known 
as D'TWN ; they were mostly foreigners. In their case the existing methods 
of relief proved even more mischievous than in the case of the 
synagogue-poor. The relief granted to the foreign, or “ strange,” poor 
as they were called, was of slow and uncertain operation, and was given 
under circumstances which subjected the applicants to needless hardships. 
The first report of the Board of Guardians states that “it is yet within the 
memory of some, when the strange poor, to .complete the given shilling, had 
to call first at the Great Synagogue for the first moiety of sixpence, and to 
the two other city synagogues for the remaining moieties of threepence.” It 
was for the remedying of such evils as these that the late Eraraim ALEX 
suggested the formation of a Board of Guardians. He proposed, however, 
to confine the Board to the relief of the foreign poor ; and it was with this 


restricted object that the Board was instituted. In January 1858 the Com- 


mittee of the Great Synagogue adopted a resolution, affirming the desira- 
bility of establishing a Board of Guardians. In the following month a 
Conference of the honorary officers of the three City congregations took 
place, when it was resolved to recommend the establishment of a Board of 
Guardians, to consist of delegates from the three synagogues, and the erat 
to the Board from each synagogue of a sum equal to the average amount it

been foreibly directed to the unsatisfactory condition of -the Jewish poor by 
accounts published in this journal; and the new Board felt that it hada 
‘mandate from the community to grapple boldly with the evils thus disclosed. 
It resolved to appeal for private contributions which, supplementing the sub- 
sidies of the synagogues, would enable it to undertake the larger tasks which 
were imposed upon it, The favourable response which that appeal received 
had a twofold result. Support being obtained from private persons, no dis_ 
crimination between the synagogue and hon-syhagogue poor was any longer 
possible ; and the private contributors had, as an act of fairness, to be repre- 
sented at the Board. At an early stage of its existence, therefore, the 
Tustitution lost some of the synagogal character with which it started, and 
every succeeding year has seen that character become fainter. The widening 


of its operations which began almost at its inception was a process, too, which 


has continued to the present time. The abolition of the distinction between 


the attached and the unattached poor was the first step in that long series 0, 
beneficent and statesmanlike developments which has marked the Board’s his_ 
tory throughout. The formation of an Industrial Committee, with its work. 
rooms and its apprenticeship system, of Visiting, Investigating, Loan, and 
Emigration Committees, and of a Committee for relieving the Russo-Jewish 
refugees, is abundant testimony to the progressive enlargement of the Board's 
operations, It had no sooner been established than its necessit y was obvious. 
An experiment at first, it was quickly seen that its continuous existenee was 
indispensable, When its third half-yearly Report was issued, the Board w

DEATH OF THE BARONESS LIONEL DE 
ROTHSCHILD. 


— 


The Anglo-Jewish community has suffered an overwhelming loss. The 
paroness Lionel de Rothschild is dead. Early yesterday morning, 
t her residence, Gunnersbury Park, the pure ‘spirit which during life 
yas wont at once to soar 80 high in lofty emotion and noble aspiration, 
ind yet to descend so low in true sympathy for the sorrowful, calmly winged 
‘tg fight from these earthly scenes for ever, It is impossible to convey 
by mere words any adequate idea of the magnitude of the bereavement which 
has thus overtaken us. In the presence of a greut altliction we realise only too 
wcurately how feeble mere language Is to express deep emotion, We are pass- 
ing through that experience now. . Words cannot do justice to the deceased lady’s 
life, or to properly indicate the void which her lamented death has created-in the 
community. In this instance it may truly be said that “silence is the best 
praise.” No one mind can measure, no one pen tell, all the wealth of beneficent 
feeling and effort which was comprehended in the life of Charlotte, Baroness de 
Rothschild. To appraise it aright, it would be necessary to seek out in the 
schools and the haunts of povertyjthe recipients of her bounty, and from their 
ps to learn the story of a beneficence which she who exercised it wonld never 
illow to be known. Fragments of her life’s work may be -teseribed ; but to 
give anything like a true picture of it would be impossible. Little by little 
instances of her kindness and consideration, as well as of her open-handed gene- 
rosity, will come to light for the first time. Death in another than the ordinary 
sense will make things clear; and a true, and yet withal an inadequate, con- 
ception of her goodness and her usefulness will be possible. Her death is, as we 
have sald,a communal loss. But it.is no figure known dimly from afar that has 
been removed from our midst. 


Hundreds and hundreds have lust a personal 
friend, whose kindly face was no less familiar chan her thoughtful interest and 
her timely, well-planned aid. It is not language of exaggerated praise that we 
use when we say of her, in the words of the Wise Man: “ Many daughters have 

Jdone virtuously, but thou hast excelled them all.” Her life was an ideal one, 
such as is rarely lived in these days of scllish pleasures and sordid aims. Born 
ind reared in an atmosphere which, so ta speak, was charged with opulence and 
loxury, she yet lived in spirit with those of low degree—with the poor and the 
sick and the sorrowing. The severe affliction which overtook her in the early 
death of a dearly loved daughter was powerless to divert her sympathies from 
the sufferings of others to her own severe woe. If possible, it only made her 
[sympathies keener ; it did not estrange her in selfish grief from those who 
needed her pity and her help. The key to her thoughts. after this bereavement 
had fallen upon her is supplied by the contents of her published volume. of 
" Prayers and Meditations.” .In one of those soul-stirring prayers she thanks 
the Almighty for having showered down many blessings on her, though sorrow 
how fills her soul and can never cease to overshadow her days.

__ The great calamity of Baron and Baroness Lionel de Rothschild’s wedded 
life occurred ashort time after.On the 4th December, 1866, their daughter Evelina, 
in giving birth to her first child, died. The Baroness may be said to have buried 
her heart in her daughter’s grave. The latter’s death was an overwhelming 
affliction for the fond mother. It was a crushing blow from which she never 
recovered, 
Her benevolent labours, however, went on, notwithstanding her bereave- 
ment. The Baroness took upon herself the philanthropic work which ceased 
for a moment with the death of Baroness Nathan de Rothschild, her husband’s 
mother, She had special qualifications for the task. To deep benevolent feeling 
she united a marvellously clear intelligence, which insured that the greatest bene- 
fit should result from her charity. She may be said to have devoted her life, 
with rare self-abnegation, to the cause of the poor and afflicted. When as yeta 
Board of Guardians was not, she was actively at work in the field of intelligent 
charity. With a little band of trusty almoners she formed in herself a Board of 
Guardians, full of capacity for wisely directed and fruitful beneficence. She 
strongly objected to any publicity being given to her charities. She loved to 


_ work in secret, and found her best, nay, her only recompense in the knowledge 


that her efforts were bearing good fruit in the relief of want and suffering. Her 
common remark to those whom she associated with her in her benevolent labours 
was “do not let it be known.” One is reminded of the “Chamber of Silence,’’ 
in which the pious Israelites of old deposited their benevolent gifts, secure from 
the eye of the public. Her aversion to publicity was only overcome 
when she thought that some charitable cause might be injured by a false impres- 
sion being created that she was holding aloof from it. Her bounty was not con- 
fined to Jews, but was extended to the needy of other denominations. The poor 
of Ealing, Acton, Kew and Brentford, which are. in the immediate vicinity of 
her r:sidence at Gunnersbury, were especially the recipients of her bounty, 
which she dispensed through the local clergymen. What her ideal of bene- 
ficence was may be gathered from the following beautiful extract from her 
‘Prayers and Meditations ”’ : 
* Wisdom is a loving spirit."—( Wisdom of Solomon, i. 6.) 


Almighty God. when Thy heavenly grace permits benevolence to dwell in our 
heart, we possess one of the most precious gifts of Thy Divine hand, a gift which 
enables us to spread innumerable blessings far and wide,and teaches our eyes to look 
wistfully and see clearly, while it makes us feel for others, and sympathize with 
them,and by Thy celestial helpallows usto chaseaway the numbing cold of despond- 
ency, and to replace it by the warmth and glow of hope; it causes us to seek the 
darkest and most secret corners, and to fillthem with radiant brightness, encourages 
us to dispel ignorance, shame, and sin, and call forth in their stead repentance and 
humility, thus fostering the knowledge and ardent worship of Thy ardent omnipo- 
tence among those who, benighted or steeped in guilt, have extinguished or lost the 
brilliant torch of faith, or who may perhaps never have been guided by its rays. 
Su'ely benevolence is' wisdom, the best, the safest, and soundest wisdom—the purest 
and most brilliant light. The greatest rulers and lawgivers, the most profound 
thinkers and philosuphers the most gifted and successful statesmen, are those whose 
writings, whose labours, and whose acts have relieved whole nations from the pres- 
sure of heavy burdens, diffused the boon of civilization, and extended the benefits of 
prosperity and the treasures of happiness to the largest numbers of human beings— 
all our brethren, end all Thy children, Almighty Lord. We implore Thee, our 
Heavenly Father, to show us the noblest and highest aims of benevolence, and to 
tea hus its best works and duties, Amen! 

How faithfully she realised this high ideal the lines we write will indicate, 
however faintly. 

In 1859 the Baroness established an Invalids’ Kitchen at 9, Artillery Lane, 
Pishopsgate, in the heart of the Jewish quarter. The [Kitchen has been an 
immense beon to the poor. Medical men recognise the great value to the sick of 
nourishing food being given under a doctor's certificate. The Kitchen has also 
done excellent work as a training school for Jewish cookery and domestic service. 
It was opened by the Baroness in person. In December 1870, tie present  pre- 
mises in Sandy’s Row, Bishopsgate, were erected for the Nitehen at a cost of 
£1,500, which was entirely defrayed by the Baroness. About 14,009 rations are 
annually distributed to an average number of 350 patients ; and several girls] 
from the Free School are constantly being trained for domestic work. The cook 
and her assistants. received occasional instruction from the chef of the Baroness’s 
household. In this connection it may be mentioned that this very week the de- 
ceased lady, ill as she was, insisted upon her chef going'to the Kitchen and giving 
instruction. Her far-sighted views on benevolent matters are remarkably proved 
by the establishment of this Kitchen. Twenty six years ago she saw the neces- 
sity of providing suitable nourishment for the sick, and the training of Jewish 
girls for domestic service. 

In November 1859, the Baroness founded the Home for Aged Incurables in 
Bedford Square, Commercial Road. Originally intended for eight inmates, it now 
shelters 10. By a curious coincidence one of the inmates, Abraham Hyams by 
name, died on ‘Vednesday night, shortly before his benefactress, at the age of 
101. On being informed last year of ‘his centenary, the Baroness gave orders 
for a treat to be givento theinmates of the Home. Boththe above institutions and 
several other charities were cntirely supported by her. From the Baroness Nathan 

de Rothschild she took over the direction of the Ladies’ Lying-in-Charity, 
which she re-organized | 

In 1867 the Baroness became President of the Ladies’ Benevolent, Loan, and 


Visiting Society, succeeding the late Mrs. Joseph Joseph, who 
founded it in conjunction with the late Mrs. Horatio Montefiore, the 
late Mrs. Harris, and Lady Anthony de Rothschild. She regularly 


presided over the meetings of the Society until her illness commenced, 


She was the most generous benefactor of the Charity, which did excellent work 
in the visitation of the poor before the formation of the Board of Guardians. 
When the idea was recently started of raising a Fund to be administered by the 
newly-formed Conjoint Ladies’ Committee for Visiting the Homes of the Poor, 
the Baroness headed the list of contributions with a handsome dona- 
tion. She recognised in this Committee a development of the work 
she. had herself practically carried out for many years. The Emigra- 
tion Society was founded by her, and she was a liberal subscriber to many 
charities both in London, the provinces, and abroad. Her thoughts were always 
with the poor, but she visited them in person as well as in spirit. Her visitation 
was carried on regularly while her health lasted. She would never pay her bene- 
volent calls in her own carriage ; she always drove in a cab. On her death-bed 
she expressed the wish that the poor and the sick might not be neglected. Only 
a few hours before she died she gave directions for providing an outfit for a 
poor girl in whom she had taken an interest. During her illness her son Leopold 
was her faithful commissioner in regard to charitable work. Her instructions to 
him on the subject were constant ; and nothing cheered her more than to hear 
good reports of her poor clients. 


Her work in connection with the Free School was great and far-reaching. A 
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that institution especially her memory will be cherished with the deepest love 
and gratitude. Her interest in the school commenced with the earliest days of 
her married life. She induced her eldest daughter to give readings at the school. 
The readings consisted of the “ Addresses to Young Children,” which were com- 
posed by the Baroness, and printed for private circulation. These addresses are 
marked by great literary skill and by graceful diction, and are models of what 
children’s sermons ought to be. They were composed at the suggestion of the 
late Rev. A. L. Green. Their tone and scope are indicated in the following 
extract from the preface. ‘It was deemed both an easier and a more pleasing 
task to fill young minds with bright pictures of goodness and of happiness 
and to make young hearts glow with admiration for unflinching self sacrifice, for 
gentle charity and tender mercy, than to appal the imagination of children by 
shadowing forth . . . . . . those gloomy realities of degradation still 
unknown to them.”’ The Baroness was a regular weekly visitor to the school, 
and took a direct personal interest in the welfare of both teachers and children. 
She knew by name almost every child in the vast establishment. In joy and. 
sorrow she ever thought of the school. On the day after the marriage of her 
daughter she lef: her guests at Gunnersbury to pay her usual visit to Bell Lane. 
She would often take a class both there and at the Infant School. In 1853 she 
established an evening AdultSchool, and Sunday secular classes at the Free School 
for boys employed during the week ; these are still carried on at ‘ier sole expense. 
In 1858 a Savings Bank in connection with the School was founded at her wish, 
to encourage thrift among the children and their parents. She gave interest at 
the rate of ten per cent. per annum upon all the savings. A large amount was given 
by her as prizes to the teachers of the Free School, and in memory of her 
daughter, Baroness Ferdinand, she established “ Evelina Prizes”’ at all the Jewish 
elementary schools and at Jews’ College. A “ Nathaniel de Rothschild ” prize was 
also given by her in honour of her son, the present President of the Free School. 
At her suggestion, Baron Lionel devoted the interest of the sum of £1,000, be- 


- queathed to him on the death of Baron Nathaniel of Paris, to supplement the 


grants made to the teachers upon the results of the annual Hebrew and English 
examinations of the pupils. It is impossible to give full details of all her 
thoughtful benefactions to the School. She paid for the clothing and boots dis- 
tributed to the girls, and her purse.was ever ready to supply the wants of the 
teachers and pupils. It should also be mentioned that she bore the entire expense 
of the annual excursions, 

The Baroness has left three printed works—the “ Prayers and Meditations,” 
the ‘ Addresses to Young Children” (two Series), and “From January to 
December.” 

We have thus attempted to give some idea of this type of loving thought 
and labours. It is a life of the truest piety—of piety evidenced practically in 
benevolent works, and yet of a piety which partook of profound religious senti- 
ment. The Baroness’s religion had struck deep root in her soul. It was not 
demonstrative, but it was real. She had no sympathy with dry ceremonialisin ; 
but her heart was a well of true spiritual feeling. Yom Kippur, for example, 
she was accustomed to pass in seclusion, but with her own hands fed the birds 
on that day with unfailing regularity, as though she wished literally to obey the 
words of Isaiah (“to deal thy bread to the hungry, &e.”), in which the Prophet 
depicted the Fast-day acceptable to God. . The keynote of her life-work is aptly 
supplied by her own words addressed to the school children : 


* Though men avd women disappear in the fathomless ocean of time, their good 
deeds are quite imperishable. In the area of true benevolence and noble exertion 
the name of the workman may be obliterated, but the work remains more indestruc- 
tible than stone or iron ; floods cannot wash over it, fires cannot devour it. The 
more admirable the work, the more imitators will it call into existence, the wider 
will be its influence, the more lasting its effect. Nothing is lost; a good example 
of anxious endeavours, of arduous labours, even of earnest attempts, lives on in ever- 
increasing fruitfulness and luxuriance, extending its silent and yet speaking power 
further and further. Though our.name be unknown, though our perishable, out- 
ward form may lie concealed and forgotten under the green sward, and our initials 
be effaced from the slab that marked our resting-place, and that slab itself have 
crumbled away into dust, is not our immortality worth living for, and should not 
its golden light rob sickness and death of their darkest shadows ? ” 


The funeral will take place on Sunday morning, at Willesden Jewish ceme- 
tery. rhe grave will be in the family plot next to that of her husband, Baron 
Lionel. The cortége will arrive at the burial ground at about a quarter to eleven. 
At the express wish of the Baroness—signified in writing—the funeral will 
be of as private a character as possible. No official invitations whatever have 
been issued. The community generally will, no doubt respect the wishes of the 
deceased by abstaining from joining the mourners at Gunnersbury. The Baroness 
was a seatholder at th Central Synagogue, and the Burial Service will, therefore, 
be read by the Rev. E. Spero, the First Reader of that synagogue,

LASKER INCIDENT. 
On Monday Herr von Kisendecker, the German Minister, at Washington, 
handed to Mr. Frelinghuysen Prince Bismarck’s Ictter, together with the 
returned resolutions, and President Arthur transmitted to the House of Repre- 
sentatives a communication from Mr. Frelinghuysen relating to the resolutions, 
A resolution was referred to the Committee on Foreign Affairs expres. 
sing the surprise and regret of the House that it should be even 
temporarily in’ the power of a single too powerful subject. of Germany 
to interfere with such a simple expression of kindly feeling as_ that 
contained in the resolution of condolence, and reiterating the expression of the 
sincere regret of the House for the death of Dr. Lasker, and its sympathy for 
the German Parliament, of which he was for so many years a distinguished 
mneinber. 

In the German Reichsrath on Friday last, after the Burcau had been consti 
tuted, the President announced the names of the Deputies who had died in the 
interval which had elapsed since the House last assembled, among them that of 
Dr. Lasker. While the names were being read all t’e members remained stand- 
ing as a mark of respect for the deceased. Herr Rickert, one of the chief mem- 
be rs of the Seeessionist party, to which Dr. Lasker belonged, then rose, ani. 


Lasker’s friends for the many marks of sympathy which his doath ‘had calted 
forth, and particularly to the House of Rcpresentatives of the United States — 
The President here pointed out that although Herr Rickert-said. he was speaking 
on the order of. the day, he had in fact departed altogether from it. | 
Several Conservative members protested against the course taken by the 
American House of Representatives, and also against Herr Rickert’s procecdings, 
which were supported by Dr. Hanel, Progressist, and Herr Richter. Dr. sLanel ad. 
“We may, perhaps, have broken the rules of the House ; but we consider ott 
selves justified in pleading extenuating circumstances. Our excuse consists ll 
the fact that when a body like the American Honse of Representatives adopts 
such flattering resolutions we should pay as much regard to them as Is aonsonatl 
with our Parliamentary usages.”

The Board claims to prove from these statistics that, while the number of — 


applicants at each quinquennial period has been relatively small, the relief has 
been substantial, and calculated to be of permanent benefit to the recipients. 
The system of granting loans was commenced in the first year of the, 
Board's existence. In 1867 this branch of its operations had attained to such 
magnitude as. to necessitate its transference to a distinct cominittee. In all, 
£15,000 has been lent,.on which there has been a nett loss of 4 per cent. The 
proportion of losses, however, has: been gradually diminishing in recent years. 
In 1862, a gift of ten sewing machines, anonymously presented at the instance 
of the late Rev. A. L. Green, gave the impetus for the commencement of 
industrial operations, which were entrusted to a committee then called the Work 
(Committee, but now known as the Industrial Committee. The poor are no 
longer dependent on the Board for help to obtain machines, facilities for this 
being given by the manufacturers. The Committee, however, have granted 
altogether upwards of 500 machines, the greater proportion of which have become 
the property of the borrowers. In 1873 the Committee began to apprentice boys. 
Inthe five years ending in 1878, only 90 boys were apprenticed ; in the five 
years ending in 1883, 307 boys and girls were apprenticed. ‘This branch of the 
Committee’s work is daily increasing in the estiination of the poor.” The work- 
rooms were opened in 1867. The work-classes have been somewhat costly, but 
there can be no doubt that they have been highly beneficial. A shorthand class 
was established under the auspicas of the Industrial Committee, and existed for 
several years. | 
From 1862 to 1879 the medical charge of the Jewish poor was entirely under 
the care of the Board. Separate attendance by Jewish medical nen was discon- 
tinued in the latter year ; and the present system has been found advantageous, The 
Visiting Committee dates from 1861. It affords opportunities of communication 
between poor and rich. It has under its. observation all the recipients of fixed 
allowances. The task of dealing with the recivients was transferred many y -ars 
ago from the Relief Committee to the Investigating Committee, which was spe- 
dally formed for the purpose. Emigration was first entrusted to a separate com- 
mittee in 1879. During the period which has since elapsed, 726 cases have been 


assisted, representing 1,924 souls, at a total cost of £6,660. Of this amount, 
_ M1448 was expended by the Board. The Relief Committee also helped many 


persons to return to the Continent. 


The Board has had frequent occasion to communicate with the Local 
Government Board, and with the guardians of parishes inhabited by large num- 
bers of the Jewish poor. In 1868 the provisions of the Paupers Removal Act 
were nade applicable to a Jewish school, now the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum, which thus became available for the reception of pauper children.

The Report then proceeds to narrate the history of the present year. The 
Jewish poor suffered from slackness of trade. The task of adequately relieving 
the additional distress thus caused was rendered possible by the benevolence of 
a comparatively few individuals. The year, however, was less trying than the 
previous one, when a large numoer of Russian refugees landed on these shores. 
The danger of an outbreak of cholera suggested the necessity of resorting to 
the sanitary precautions adopted in 1865. The necessity, however, was obviated 
by ks age action of the Local Authorities of the City and Whitechapel 

istricts. 

The total number of applicants to the Board was 2,882, consisting of 466 
natives, 1,143 foreigners resident here more than seven years, and 1,273 foreign- 
ers resident here less than seven years. The corresponding figures for 1882 were 
2,993, 443, 1,007, and 1,503. The new cases numbered 1,103 against 1,306 Of 
the former 100 were natives, 126 German, 821 Russians and Poles, and 56 Dutch, 
&e. The corresponding figures for 1882 were 89, 149, 1,017, and 51. Thus the 


resident poor. Ofthe 1,103 new cases, 546, or about 50 per cent., were assisted to 
emigrate only. In 1882 the proportion was 45 per cent. The number of the 
previous year’s cases which did not recur was 1,174, against 982 in 1882. The 
number of ordinary cases the relief to which was recurrent was 1,207, against 
1,446. These two last sets of figures are satisfactory. The fixed allowances, which 
are granted to persons who are permanently, or for any long period, disabled from 
earning a livelihood, numbered 232, against 213 in 1882. Of the 232 allowances 
94 were granted to natives, 131 to foreigners resident more than seven years, and 
7 to foreigners resident less than that time. The periodical allowances (limited 
to four weeks), which are granted to cases requiring temporary assistance, num- 
bered 102, against 122. Aid for industrial purposes was given to 499 cases, 
against 480. ,The increase is obviously satisfactory. For emigration, assistance 
was granted to 670 cases (1,239 individuals), against 611 cases (994 individuals).

A more hopeful account is given of the deserted-wives’ question. Some 
time ago the Board was able to make dietary arrangements for the Jewish 
inmates of the Whitechapel Union. It was thus enabled: “ to apply the work- 
house test to cases resident within that district.” The result is shown in the 
diminished number of cases of wife-desertion for 1883, which was 128, against 
157 in the previous year. 

The number of applicants who were refused relief, or whose cases were 
remanded for further consideration, was 145, or about 5 per cent. of the total 
number.

Of the deficit of £4,300, about £1,300 may be reckoned upon as annually 
received from regular donors; a sum of £3000 has, therefore, to be sub- 
scribed annually as donations to the general fund, even if no provision be made 
for the further development of the Industrial and Loan departments. If this 
development is to be ensured, and if the standard of the Board’s work is to be 
maintained, the reliable income should not be less than £6,000 per annum. 
Owing to the alterations in the staff, the working ‘expenses were slightly 
heavier than in 1882. Considering the magnitude of the work done for other institu- 
tions, the expenditure under this head cannot be deemed excessive. The Overseers 
of the poor of the United Synagogue, the Committee of the Soup Kitchen, ant 
the Mansion House and the Board of Guardians Russian Committee all utilized, 
to a large extent, the services of the Board’s officers. In dealing with cases of 
auper children, valuable help was received from the Committee of the Jews’ 
lospital and Orphan Asylum. The Conjoint Committee for parochial matters, 
consisting of delegates from the Board and delegates from the Spanish and 
Portuguese Board of Guardians, continues to be useful. At the suggestion of 
the latter Board an exchange of views took place upon the best mode of check- 
ing an undue immigration of helpless paupers from the Continent, and upon the 
manner in which cases resident here less than six months should be dealt with. 
This interesting report has been compiled by Mr. Lionel.L. Alexander, the 
Honorary Secretary of the Board. In point of arrangement and literary work- 
manship, it leaves nothing to be desired. The labour expended has been obviously 
considerable. The passages which treat of the growth of the institution are 
especially valuable. a 


THE SYNAGOGUE FIRE AT NEU. STETTIN. 


_ 


We are extremely gratified to inform our readers that the new trial before 
the Provincial Tribunal at Konitz, of the four Jews who were charged with being 
concerned in setting fire tothe synagogue at Neu Stettin, terminated on Friday 
last with a verdict of not guilty in the case of all the aceused. 

The four prisoners were Hirsch Heidemann, 73 ; his son, Gustav, 40 ; Hirsch 
Lesheim, 40 ; and his son, Leo, 17 years old. At the original trial at Cislin the 


two Heidemann’s were found guilty: as accessories before the fact, and were 


sentenced to three and six months’ imprisonment respectively; and the Leshcims 


were found guilty of abetting the crime, the father being condemned to four 


years’ hard labour, and the son to be sent to a reformatory. A fifth prisoner, the 
synagogue beadle Lowenberg, was acquitted. | 
In our last issue we mentioned that several of the witnesses for the 

prosecution materially contradicted cach other. From a perusal of the fuller 
reports of the trial, it appears that they have even done more, for they contra- 
dicted at Konitz the evidence they had given at the first trial in Coslin.. This 
fact did not escape the vigilant attention of the President of the Court, Land- 
gerichtsrath Arndt, who did not fail to bring every point favourable to the pri 
soners to the notice of the jury. Having asked one of the witnesses (who had 
himself undergone nine years’ imprisonment for arson) how he reconciled - 
his evidence with that which he had given at Coslin, and having received a 
reply, that on the former occasion he had not given a detailed statement, the 
resident turning to the jury, said : “ You know, gent'emen, what that means.” 
This same witness declared that the Burgomaster had desircd him to show him- 
self a German patriot, since the Jews were attempting to fasten the erime on the 
Christians, Another witness admitted that he had been instigated by. a person, 
whom he named, to give evidence against the aceused. It will be remembered 
that one of the grounds on which the charge had been made against the Jews 
was that with the knowledge ofthe administration they had set. the synagogue 
on hre in order to obtain the insurance thereon, wherewith to build a more com- 
modious synagogue, Some facts which we extract from the evidence of the 
President of the congregation, Herr Lowe, conclusively show that there was not 
the slightest foundation for this allegation. In reply to the President of the 
Court, as to whether the congregation had suffered any losses from the fire, Herr 
Lowe deposed that nothing had been saved (he personally had lost property to 
the value of 200 thalers) and that the rebuilding of the synigogue had involved 
the congregation in debt to the amount of 12,000 thalers. The synagogue hid 
been insured for 12,000 marks (£600). On the day after the fire the administra- 
woe eee a reward of 1,000 marks for information tending t» the discovery of 

ie criminals, Herr Lowe justly laid stress on the circumstante that the synagogue 
administration, in their anxiety to bring the perpetrators of the crime to justice, 
had applied to the President of Police at Berlin to send a detective to Neu 
Stettin, an application which had met witha refusal. He expressed his belief 
that although he could not smell any petroleum (which inflammable material 
it was alleged, had been used to fire the building), the synagogue had been wil- 


- fully burnt, especially as the flames were particularly fierce in the vicinity of 


the Ark. Herr Liwe added, as showing tat the Jews had enemies, that some 
time before the fire one person or more, who had never been discovered, had 
gained access to the synagogue through a window, and having broken open the 
Ark, cut in pieces several of the Scrolls of the Law. At the conclusion of Herr 
Lowe's evidence, the Court declared that there was no reason to doubt the trust- 
worthiness of his statements. 

The greatest interest was shown in the trial,and the Courthouse was crowded 
throughout the hearing, which lasted exactly a week, It was expected, before 
the result became known, that if the prisoners were ac 
jury would be preferred against at least nine persons.

NEU STETTIN, 1p 

The anti-Jewish riots which occurred here on Saturday evening, on the ret 
of the four Jews acquitted by the Konitz tribunal of the charge of setting fre 
to the synagogue in this city, were renewed last night by the mob, who Smashed 
the windows of several houses and insulted the Jewish inhabitants. The en. 
darmery charged the rioters with drawn swords, and ultimately restored orde, 
Further particulars of the disturbances on Saturday evening state that while ; 
party were returning from a masked ball given by a Jewish merchant named 
Flaters they were attacked with stones by a number of townspeople. The 
omnibus conveying the acquitted Jews was stopped and its occupants ingulteg 
There is no foundation for the reports that several persons were severely injnred, 
that some houses were wrecked, or that a number of Jews had to seek safety in 
flight. 


The Vienna correspondent of the Daily Telegraph telegraphed on Monday :~ 
Archduke Johann, whose’ bright and liberal disposition has rendered him univer. 
saly popular, has just written to Herr Isidor Singer, the author of a pamphlet 
on the anti-Semitic question, thanking him fora copy received and complimenting 
him on the courage with which he attacks the dark and pernicious prejudices of 
the day. The Archduke refers to the time when the unquestionable and 
iinportant servizes rendered by the Jews to mankind will mect with recognition 
on all sides, and expresses the conviction that, however remote it may be at 
present, its ultimate advent is beyond doubt. 

~ Archduke Johann’s tolerant views are unfortunately not shared by the popu- 
lation of Neu-Stettin, where disgraceful anti-Semitic outrages were perpetrated 
on Saturday night. The correspondent of the Wiener Allycineine. Zeituny at 
Nen-Stettin, telegraphs the following particulars : | 

Last night, as the Heidemann family were driving home from the railway 
station on their return from the trial connected with the burning of the Neu- 
Stettin Synagogue, they were hooted and yelled at the whole way by a threatening 
mob. At seven o’clock the Jews’ houses were stoned by the populace. The 
residence of the President of the Municipal Council, Herr Loewe, was broken 
into, and the family were obliged to barricade themselves in the dining room, 
the door of which resisted five successive attacks of its assailants. err Herde- 
mann,a grey-headed old man, was attacked onthe threshold of his house door, and 


beaten until he fell lifeless to the ground. His housz was then demolished by - 


the Jew-baiticg mob. The shops of three other witnesses in the trial were 
wrecked. A fourth witness was dangerously wounded. A Jewish physician and 
his family narrowly escaped by flight. The disturbances were allowed to cons. 
tinue till long past midnight, only six policemen having shown therselves the 
whole time. They were renewed last night. The gendarmes were called out, 
and used the flats of their swords to disperse the mob. 


A small body of soldiers arrived in Neu Stettin on Monday, and according 
to latest accounts order had been re-established in the town. .
